Fire Friday night completely de­ 
stroyed the large'framejboarding house 
at Blue Kidge Summit owned by Mrs. 
M. L. Mauer and 
tenanted 
by Mrs.

15.000 or more, covered by insurance. 
The fire is supposed to have been 
started from a lamp which was left in 
an up stairs room and 
which it is 
thought exploded. 
Mrs. Seibert had been up in an a t­ 
tic room at about ft. HO o'clock. 
She 
left a lamp burning and came down 
stairs to prepare supper. 
Sumo time 
later an alarm of fire was given and it 
was found that the whole upper floor 
o f the house was ablaze 
Blue Kigde Summit has an organiz­ 
ed fire department and alarms are g iv ­ 
en by striking a large hand 
of steel 
w ith a sledge hammer. 
This alarm 
was sounded and called persons for over 
half a mile. 
A bucket brigade was 
hastily formed aud the brigade did 
excellent work in preventing the fire 
from speading. Much of the furniture 
was gotten out of the house. 
The Mauer house was only 40 feet 
from the new- Episcopal Parish House, 
which 
was completed 
about two 
months ago at a cost of about $8,000. 
After the furniture was removed from 
the Mauer house, the efforts of the fire­ 
men were directed to serving tho rec­ 
tory and but for their efficient work 
the rectory tis) would have been des­ 
troyed 
The heat about the rectory was so 
intense that {tenons with hose attached 
to the system of water works had to 
stand behind doors and shutters, while 
playing streams upon the fire. 
Rev. 
E. A. Rich and others took positions 
on the roof and with buckets of water 
supplied by the bucket brigade, kept 
the roof well soaked. 
In the room in which the fire started 
Mrs. Seibert had nearly $300 in cash 
and this was destroyed. 
After the fire the furniture which 
was removed from the dweliing was 
stored in the Red 
Men ft Hall. 
Mrs. 
Seibert carried $1,000 insurance upon 
the furniture. 
The building was also 
instirod.

of the building. The president’s appeal 
to the pf .'jiism of the people, his 
congratulations to them on their evi­ 
dences of prosperity and the fact th at 
they were a community of the law, 


R H D SM OO T. 
abiding by the laws and determ ined 
that every community of which they 
were a part should be a lawful com­ 
munity, called forth continued cheers. 
From Provo, where he was offleially 
welcomed to Utah by Governor Spry. 
Senators Smoot and Sutherland and 
others, the president oeme on to Salt 
Lake. 
Ballinger Snubs Pinchot 
The arrival of the president devel­ 
oped an incident In the now famous 
Ballinger-Pinchot 
controversy which 
was extrem ely Interesting to those who 
saw It. Secretary Ballinger came with 
the president. At Provo word was re­ 
ceived on the president’s train that 
Chief Forester Pinchot had arrived In 
Salt I^ k e and would m eet the preai- 
denti&l party there. W hen the train 
stopped Mr. Pinchot was at the foot 
of the rear platform steps of the presi­ 
dent’s car with Senator W. Bl Borah, 
of Idaho. 
“Why, hello, Pinchot,” called 
the 
president, extending a hand heartily to 
grasp that of the chief forester. 
“How are you?” he added. 
*T am 
glad to see you.” 
Mr. Pinchot responded cordially. 
Then the president greeted Senator 
Borah with “Hello, Bill, old fellow, 
how are you? 
I am m ighty glad to 
see you.” 
Several other m embers of his party 
followed the president off the car, and 
then came Secretary Ballinger. 
Mr. 
Pinchot was standing directly beside 
Senator Borah. 
Mr. Ballinger greeted Senator Borah 
with a handshake, but apparently he 
recognised no one else in the vicinity. 
N either he nor Mr. Pinchot m ads any 
effort to speak. 
The president’s visit to Salt Lake 
has caused a little flurry of excitem ent 
among the Protestant m inisters. The 
difficulty arose over the purpose of the 
com m ittee in charge to have tbs presi­ 
dent speak at the Mormon tabernacle 
in this city Sunday morning. The con­ 
troversy did not go as far as a formal 
protest. President Taft in the m ean­ 
tim e had suggested by telegraph a 
change In the Sunday program so as 
to allow his morning to be free for rest 
and such religious worship as he might 
choose. The suggestion mas agreed to. 
but after Senator Smoot boarded the 
president’s train at Helper, Utah, the 
m atter was adjusted by an arrange­ 
ment of curtailing the Sunday morning 
services at the tabernacle In tim e to 
perm it the president to review a living 
flag of school children and then pro­ 
ceed to the little U nitarian church.

Faithful Shewed Little Disappointment 


That World Did Mot End Yesterday 
and Resumed Services When New 
Prophecy W«6 kiade. 


West Duxbury, Mass., Sept. 25.— 
Awaiting the end of the world, which 
they believe will come before 6 o’clock 
tonight, the throe hundred or more 
members of “The Latter Reign of the 
Apostolic Church.” 
who call 
them 
selves “Triune Imnaersloniste’' and are 
popularly known as “Holy Rollers.” re­ 
assembled for a long watck meeting 
in their bethel. 
Hundreds of curious people from the 
neighboring villages lingered outside 
to note the progress of events, hut as 
the curtains at the windows of the 
bethel we e all drawn close, little of 
what occurred within was evident to 
outsiders. 
Apparently there was a 
praise service and exhortations and 
occasionally a voice pitched high in 
prayer 
was 
heard 
exclaiming: 
“O 
Lord. coms soon; don’t disappoint us.” 
Although lh o’clock Friday morning 
was originally set as the hour of tbs 
coming of the end of all things, the 
faithful showed little* disappointment 
when one of the elders announced that 
he had a new revelation that the world 
would not be destroyed 
until 
some 
time during the next tmenty-four hours. 
Believers only were allowed to en 
ter the bethel. An exception was made 
in the case of Rev. Dr. Dillon Bronson, 
of Brookline, a well known Methodist 
clergyman, who was admitted and ob­ 
served the proceedings for some time. 
When he came out he said that the 
participants were evidently earnest in 
their beliefs, but that much of their 
talk was unintelligible. Women, with 
eyes closed and bodies trembling from 
•xcltement, made strange incoherent 
utterances, which others, claiming to 
have the “gift of tongues.” translated 
into religious prophecies. Dr? Bronson 
said that there was much personal 
hypnotism “in the air.” and that he 
even felt the influence of this hypnot­ 
ism somewhat himself. 
On several occasions a woman, ap­ 
parently in a state of trance, emerged 
from the bethel and. waving her arms, 
motioned for the crowd to disperse. A 
few obeyed the woman's gesture of 
command, but the 
majority of

“sinners” paid little attention to her. 
On each occasion that the woman en­ 
countered disobedience she seemed to 
regain her normal aspect quickly.

RESIDENT TA FT’S trip to the 
west and south will break all 
records 
of 
executive 
travel. 
Few, however, who do not know 
the president’s plans would be able to 
guess how this projected tour will 
make history for itself. 
Three other 
presidents of the United States have 
Journeyed to the far Pacific coast and, 
It would seem, established a few rec­ 
ords of their own. 
Harrison, McKin­ 
ley and Roosevelt all went on hand­ 
shaking and speechm aking jaunts, and 
If they left anything undone in either 
line the newspapers of their day failed 
to record the fact. 
Every milestone 
along the transcontinental lines was 
harangued, 
and 
every 
coyote 
and 
prairie dog between the Mississippi 
and the great divide got a view of at 
least one of the three peram bulating 
presidents. 
In the m atter of miles to be covered 
T aft will not sm ash the Roosevelt rec 
ord of 1903. for he expects to travel 
only a little more than 12,000 miles this 
fall. 
When his predecessor went to 
the coast six years ago he reeled off

lngton.

can voter and his wife? 


No Moro Railroad Hospitality. 
The answ er is easy to find. The for­ 
mer presidents traveled west before 
the railroad rate law went into ef­ 
fect. 
If Mr. T aft were to accept free 
transportation across the boundaries 
of any of the sovereign states of the 
Union or of the territories he would 
be liable to fine and sentence to the 
penitentiary. 
So, too, would the men 
w ho gave him the free ride across the 
sacred border lines.

Th* President’s Economy. 
One paragraph 
will convince the 
most skeptical of Mr. T aft’s intention 
to hold expenses down to bedrock. 
The trip ha is planning will cost the 
treasury no more than $15,000; the 
Roosevelt coast trip burned up $50,000 
of good money. 
T aft will have only 
one and ooe-half cars at his disposal 
Roosevelt had a train of five. Taft will 
travel on regular trains; Roosevelt 
“ran special’’ from W ashington to Bell­ 
ingham, from Bellingham to Los Ange­ 
les and from Los Angeles back to 
W ashington again. 
T aft will be ac­ 
companied by only bis secretary and 
one or tw o W hite House attaches, be 
sides the members of the cabinet who 
are his guests. 
Roosevelt had a ret­ 
inue of tw enty in his wake. 
Still, frugally as T aft will proceed to 
the Golden Gate aud back, his going 
and coming will cost the United States 
treasury more than the journey of his 
predecessor six years ago. This sounds 
like a paradox, or as though the writer 
of these Hi es were qualifying to take 
a place in . sanitarium ; but, neverthe­ 
less. it Is a sober, sane and plain mat­ 
ter of fact. 
A great railroad corporation paid the 
bill for tho entire Journey made by 
Roosevelt— /or the Pullman cars. for 
the porters, w aiters and train crews, 
for the food eaten, the cigars smoked 
sud the cheering beverages consume*! 
during all the sixty-six days that the 
presidential party was on wheels. 
So, 


billed to appear, and the crowds bad 
t*» be hauled from their homes aud 
buck again. 
Tile extra business thus 
handled by the road repaid them many 
ILaes over fo r the money they expend 
ed on the presidential travelers 


Taft's Traveling Fund. 
President Taft has at his disposal 
$25,000 for traveling expenses during 
the present fiscal or governmental year, 
which runs from July I to July I. 
President Roosevelt, who was the first 
exec utive to be given a travel fuud by 
congress, had a sim ilar am ount to 
spend at his discretion, and when he 
left office on March -I turned over to 
Mr. T aft about $17,000 of the fund 
untouched. 
Up to the close of the year. on July 
I, Mr. T aft silent about $1,000 of this 
amouut and then turned back to the 
treasury the remainder, something like 
$1(UK)0. 
As soon as the year for which the 
appropriation was made bad ended 
with midnight of June 30 the fund 
was no longer available. 
It was sw al­ 
lowed tip in the general fuud of the 
treasury and might be used by the sec 
rotary of the treasury for any purpose 
for which 
sh was needed. 
If the president, therefore, had $15,- 
805 of his travel fund left on the 
morning of June 30 he might, had he 
been so disposed, have handed it all 
over to some railroad or steamship 
company for “Joy rides.” 
But on the 
stroke of 
midnight 
the fund 
was 
snatched from him, and on July I he 
was absolutely broke so far as travel 
money was concerned. 
When tho president made his trip 
from the national capital to Beverly. 
Norwich and Lake Champlain, begin­ 
ning July 3 and ending July 9, be bad 
nothing left of the national travel fund 
to pay his expenses. It was a case of 
traveling “on his face”-or putting his 
hand into his own pocket. 
Congress 
had not yet appropriated the $25,000 
for the present fiscal year. 
Tho railroads, however, wore not dis 
loosed to be too hard on him. 
They 
knew they were not risking a great 
jcal in waiting for the passage of the 
urgent deficiency bill, and they came 
to the rescue and provided transporta 
tion for him. 
T hat the railroads’ con­ 
fidence was not misplaced was soon 
made evident by congress waking up 
and, In spite of a mild opposition, mak­ 
ing the appropriation.

Some one has found the following 
to be an excellent method for poison­ 
ing cutworm s: Stir cue pound of paris 
green thoroughly in ten gallons of 
water; soak bunches of clover or al­ 
falfa in the solution during the day 
and iu the evening scatter between 
rows of vegetables in the garden on 
dean cultivated places. The cutworm s 
will swarm to these bunches and get 
fixed during the uight. 
This method 
Is especially effective if the grass and 
weeds on which they usually feed are 
not allowed to grow. 


The controversy between Secretary 
Wilson of the departm ent of agricul­ 
ture and S im ulator Batten as to who 
was responsible for the high prices of 
May wheat, au actual crop shortage 
as claimed by Batten, or an artificial 
and temporary cornering of the supply 
in sight by Batten, as claimed by Mr. 
Wilson, does not seem to have been 
settled to the satisfaction of the large 
body of consumers who are now pay­ 
ing excessive prices for their flour. 
If 
the crop reporting departm ent over­ 
estim ated 
the 
IOC® crop 50.000.000 
bushels this should be looked into, aud 
if Batten was able to boost prices and 
thus levy a tax on the poor man’s loaf 
when there was not a wheat shortage 
speculators of his type should be sup­ 
pressed. 
The eaters of bread would 
like to have the colored man located. 


The cost of making good roads is a 
subject often discussed. 
One that 
needs just as much attention, the re­ 
verse of the same proposition, is the 
cost of poor roads, the policy of just 
letting things jingle. The office of pub­ 
lic roads of the departm ent of agricul­ 
ture has been collecting some facts 
along this line, and they are not only 
interesting, but should be suggestive 
and profitable. Figures compiled show 
that the cost of hauling produce in this 
country is 25 cents a mile per ton. as 
compared with a cost of 12 cents a 
mile per ton in France. 
During the 
crop year 1906-6 the weight of the more 
im portant farm products which were 
hauled from the place of origin to ship­ 
ping point was 85,487,000.000 pounds. 
The average length of haul of farm 
products in the United States is 9.4 
miles. 
Had our hauling expense been 
as low as lo France there would have 
been a saving of 13 cents a ton per 
mile or $1.22 per ton on the average 
haul. 
M ultiplying the number of tons 
hauled by this figure gives $52,232,35" 
as the tax which was unwittingly 
paid by American farm ers for the 
i privilege of hauling their stuff to 
I m arket over poor roads. 
There ought 
I to be something in these figures to set 
i farm ers to thinking.
